Chief of Detectives William Desmond re- 
turned to St. Louis Saturday after an ab- 
sence of nearly two months in Mexico, 
whither he went with Sheriff Dickmann to 
bring back ex-Councilman Charles Kratz, 
under indictment for bribery in connection 
with the Suburban boodle scandal. 

As stated in dispatches to the Post-Dis- 
patch from Guadalajara and the City of 
Mexico, the district court has decided the 
extradition hearing unfavorably to Kratz, 
who set up the plea that he was a victim 
of political persecution. 

“The case has been referred to the de- 
partment of foreign relations, said Chief 
Desmond. When this department has 
acted President Diaz will give his decision. 

“Tf the President's ruling should be unfa- 
vorable to him, Kratz would have the right 
to appeal to the Mexico supreme court. In 
that event his return, so our attorney ad- 
vised us,- would be delayed two and possi- 
bly three months.

Patrolman McDermott Does Not

George W. Hutchison, 50 years old, a for- 
mer soldier, living at 2627 Stoddard street.

McDermott, not knowing that he had 
shot Hutchison, continued the pursuit and 
caught thé fugitive in the alley between 
Wash street and Franklin avenue and 
Twelfth and High streets. 

The chase of the alleged robber, Casiel 
Coolridge, a negro, began at Thirteenth and 
Gay streets, when Sandy“ Gray, a negro, 
who said he had been robbed of a watch 
and $1.55 in his room at 1248 Gay street ear- 
lier in the morning, pointed out Coolridge 
to the policeman. 

Coolridge started to run north on the 
sidewalk, toward Franklin avenue, and the 
policeman started after him. McDermott 
called to him to halt, and then, as the man 
was gaining, began to fire. 

Hutchison was walking south on the 
sanſe side of the street, having just turned 
the corner from Franklin avenue. 


After the fugitive and the policeman 

had passed, utchison staggered into 
Fisher's saloon at Franklin and High, 
said he had suddenly become sick, and 
asked te be taken care of. Two policee’ 
men were called by Fisher, and they 
called an ambulance. 

There was nothing in Hutchison’s ap- 
pearance to show that he had been 
shot, and he died without knowing: he 
had been, as his wound was not discov-' 
ered until he was examined at the City 
Hospital.

BURIAL OF DEAD 


No Hearses to Be Obtained From Any 
Undertaker for Chicago 
Funerals 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—With nearly 7% fu- 
nerals to be held in Chicago today, there 
was no sign of peace between the livery 
and hearse drivers and employers. In the 
cold, drizzling rain, the relatives of those 
who were buried slipped along on the ice 
end slush covered pavements, as in many 
cases the mourners followed to railway 
stations the businesslike dead wagons 
of the undertakers. Walking was treacher- 
ous, but there was practically no alterna- 
tive. No carriages were to be had. 


The undertakers anounced that they 
would not send out any hearses until the

Earnings of Railways for 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—The report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission says 
that the preliminary income account for 
the year ending June 30, 1903, shows rail- 
way returns for 201,457 miles of line, which 
is approximately 98 per cent of the entire 
mileage in the United States. Gross earn- 
ings for that year amounted to $1,890, 150,679, 
or $9382 per mile of line. Operating ex- 
penses aggregated $1,248,520,483, or $6197 per 
mile, leaving net earnings of $641,630,196, or 
$3185 per mile. Fifty-three million dollars 
in taxes are not Included in this statement 
of operating expenses. Compared with the 
previous year the net earnings are greater 
by some thirty-four millions and stock divi- 
dends are greater by nearly ten millions. 
In 1897 the gross earnings averaged only 
$6122 and operating expenses $4106 per mile 
of line.

Sway operations for the past three years 


has been the marked and neral advance 
in rates. Six years ago railroad witnesses 
often insisted that railway rates could not 
be advanced, but the history of the last 
three years discredited these predic- 
tions. These advances in transportation 
charges have aoccru principally through 
increase of the published rate itself. Such 
increase applies in almost all sections of 
the country and to many of the most im- 
portant kinds of traffic. With some ex- 
ceptions, class rates have not been in- 
creased. There have been actual increases 
in rates upon those commodities constitut- 
ing the bulk of railroad traffic, such as 
coal, grain, lumber, live stock, dressed 
meats, and packing-house products. An 
exception in the case of packing-house 
ee from Missouri river points to 
hicago is noted.

This sum exceeds that representin the 
dividends of corresponding lines for 1802 by 
89.589.700 It should be understood that 
the prel'minary report, being compi'ed from 
the returns of operating companies only, 
does not include any statement of the divi- 
dends that are declared by those subsidiary 
companies which have leased their prop- 
erty to others for operation. The income 
of these companies is almost wholly derived 
from pe rentals which they receive from 
their lessees and from which they make 
their own corporate expenditures. including 
dividends. The lesser companies d'stributed 
as dividends among their. stockhol®rs in 
903 probably about 883.000.000. 

With the end of the month of June last 
the reports which are made to the com- 
mission by the railroads under the accident 
law of March „ completed a two 
years’ record, and the totals of the princi- 
pal items in these are given in the 
eppendix. In the year ending June W. 1993, 
the number of er killed in train 
acciients was 164, and of injured, 4424:

To the Editor of the Post-Dispateb. 

Will you please print the recipes for an English 
plum pudding and à fruit cake? We had one of 
your recipes, which we got about seven years ago, 
but lost it. It was one of the finest we ever had. 
A CONSTANT READER. 


Responding to this and other requests, 
the editor of the Woman's Department of 
the Post-Dispatch gives the following yal- 
uable recipes: 


Christmas Plum Pudding. 

One quart seeded raisins, pint currants, 
half pine citron cut up, quart of apples 
peeled and chopped, a quart of fresh and 
nicely chopped beef suet, a quart of sweet 
milk, a heaping quart of stale bread 
crumbs, eight eggs beaten separately, pint 
suger, grated nutmeg, teaspoon salt; flour 
truit thoroughly from a quart of flour, then 
as follows: In a large bowl or tray put 
the eggs with sugar, nutmeg and milk, stir 
in the fruit, bread crumbs and suet, one 
after the other until all are used, adding 
enough flour to make the fruit stick to- 
gether, which will take about all the quart; 
dip pudding cloth in bolling water, put in 
pudding and tie tightly, allowing room to 
sweil, and doll two or three hours in a 
good-sized pot with plenty of hot water, 
replenishing as needed from tea-kettlé. 
When done, turn in a large flat dish and 
send to table with a sprig of holly with 
bright berries stuck in the top. 

For sauce, eream a half pound of sweet 
butter, stir in three-quarter pound of brown 
sugar and beaten yelk of an egg; simmer 
a few moments over a slow fire, stirring 
almost constantly; when near boiling add 
a half pint of bottled grape juice, and 
8 after grating nutmeg over the sur- 

ce. 


English Plum Pudding. 

If it is to be a genuine English affair, 
here is a rule, not quite so rich as those 
generally given: * 

Mix together three-fourths of a pound 
of suet finely chopped, and one-fourth 
pound of flour. Add three-fourths of a 
pound of grated bread crumbs, a pound 
and a half of seeded raising, a half pound 
of currants, three ounces candied orange 
peel, four ounces chopped almonds, a halt 
pound of sugar, a teacupful of salt, a tea- 
spoonful of grated nutmeg, four beaten

hours to heat through. Serve with brandy 


or lemon sauce. 


Christmas Squares. 


To four well beaten eggs add four ounces 


gradually the eggs and sugar. Pour into 
a flat, square tin, lined with buttered pa- 
per, and bake a quarter of an hour in a 


hot even. Take from the oven and cut — 


into squares while still hot. 
Christmas Cake. | 

A fruit cake that will be kept indofinitely 
in its wrapping ot wax paper in a closely- 
covered stone crock can be made as fol- 
lows: Half a pound of fresh, well-washed 
butter and half a pound of granulated 
sugar, well creamed together, Break into 
this five eggs, one at a time, beating well 
after cach egg; mix together and add to 
this batter a quarter of a cupful of molas- 
ses. grated yellow rind of half a lemon, 
haif a teaspoonful of cinnamon, a yuarter 
of a teaspoonful of cloves, one of allspice, 
a quarter of a nutmeg, grated, and half a 
pound of pastry flour, sifted several times. 

Stir well or kneed with the hand before 
adding one pound of currants, one “pound 
of seeded raisins, one pound of Sultanas, 
half a pound of citron cut in thin slices, 
two pounds of shredded candied orange 
peel, half a gill of brandy and half a gill 
of Jamaica rum. After kneading all for 
ten minutes, place in a cake pan lined with 
buttered pager. Thie will make one large 
or two small cakes. 


German Xmas Cake. 

Mix one-half pound butter with one-half 
pound powered sugar, add the yolks of six 
eggs and three-quarters of a pound of 
flour. Beat the sugar and butter before 
adding the eggs, well beaten separately, 
and then the flour and a spoonful of va- 
nilla. Roll out and form into cakes the 
shape of an S or U, cover with an icing of 
sugar and water boiled, adding currants 


and candied peel if desired. Bake in a hot 


oven.

Johnson tried to balk the sense of the 
majority of the meeting by refusing to ac- 
cept a‘ gift of $5000 cash and an increase 
of $2500 a year in salary, and was told by 
the meeting that he would either have to 
accept or resign in favor of Scribe Ren Mul- 
ford of Cincinnati. 

The tangle was finally settled when John- 
son accepted the increase and was permit- 
ted to decline the $5000. Johns6n’s salary 
is now $10,000 a year. 

Leader Ban,“ as some of his racehorse 
friends call him, was tickled mightily at 
the League’s compliment, but hid it under 
a sphinxlike exposure. Never in the history 
of baseball has such a mark of approba- 
tion been handed the president of a League. 

Johnson is really one of the most. re- 
markable men in the game. His foresight, 
energy and determination brought the 
American League up from a mere minor 
organization to be the supreme power in the 


diamond world, and it is his shrewdness 
that has so far checkmated every move of 
the National to get ahead of the newer 
League. 

Johnson's period of office holding in the 
game is only three years, but his work 
stamps him as head and shoulders above 
ull others in the art of conducting the 
business. 

The principal topic under discussion at 
yesterday's meeting was the Washington 
Club and its affairs. President Johnson 
Stated that everything has been practically 
arranges for the transfer of the Washing- 
ton Club to a new syndicate. Mr. Johnson 
said that W. J. Lambert, who represents 
the syndicate, was to have attended to- 
day’s meeting to close the deal. but that 
he was unable to be present.

A resolution was adopted by the league 
to the effect that no club ghall have more 
than 16 players on the salary list after 
June 1 
Several managers objected to the resolu- 
tion, but after considerable discussion they 
were prevailed wpon to vote for its adop- 

n. 

President Johnson was authorized to ap- 
point a committee to change the econstitu- 
tion to conform to the present condition of 
the national agreement. 

A schedule committee also was appointed 
which will confer with a corresponding 
committee of the National League. While 
this committe: was uninstructed, the gen- 
eral sentiment of the magnates was for a 
shorter schedule than the 154 games agreed 
upon yesterday. and it is said an effort will 
be made to bring the National League 
committee to the same view. 

After several other minor questions had 
been. settled the meeting adiourned until 
March 3. when another meeting will be 
held in New York to ratify the work of 
the schedule Fommittee. wy
